WHEREAS, Michael Rohan has served not only Cook County, but
the entire State of 1Illinois, working tirelessly for all
probation departments 1in Illinois to enhance probation
services everywhere in Illinois through his active membership
in the Illinois Probation and Court Services Association, where
he served 4 two-year terms as President and continues to serve
probation as a member of the Illinois Supreme Court Probation

Advisory Committee; and

WHEREAS, Michael Rohan has served our Cook County, the
State of 1Illinois, and the nation tirelessly, leading the
effort to improve Jjuvenile detention through the Juvenile
Detention Alternative Initiative; partnering with the esteemed
